Claims 1-5 and 8 lack Novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hayashi et al (5,148,023). Throughout the 
specification and the figures, Hayashi et al discloses an apparatus and method for detecting uv emittance which meets the 
structural and method step limitations of the language set forth in the claims. 

Claims 6, 7 and 9-52 lack an Inventive Step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Hayashi et al. Hayashi et al 
discloses an apparatus and a method of detecting uv emittance as set forth in the specification and the drawings of the 
reference. The above mentioned claims contain limitations which are not directly taught by Hayashi et al, but would 
otherwise be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

Claims 1-52 meet the Industrial Applicability criteria as set out in PCT Article 33(4), because the present claimed invention 
is useful in the industry.
